BERLIN, Jan. 30.—(#)—Adolf Hit-. 
ler vigorously extolled today Ger- 
many’s efforts during the first year | 
of nazi rule to help the cause of world 
peace. 

“The allegation of the Austrian gov- 
ernment that any attack by the reich 
is being undertaken or even planned | 
against Austria must be rejected most 
sharply,” the chancellor insisted, tak- | 
ing cognizance of the Austrian chan-| 
cellor’s warning that trouble “was| 
brewing on the nazi front on or about. 
January 30.” 

With pride Hitler referred to a ro- | 
cently-signed German-Polish non-ag- | 
gression pact and the reich’s cordial 
relations with Italy. 

On the debit side he acknowledged 
the difficulties with Russia, Austria 
and France, but expressed the hone 
that differences with those countries. 
could be satisfactorily adjusted. 

Equality Inevitable. 

No one will have the power, bo'v- 
ever, he told the wildly-cheering mv a- 
bers of the reichstag, gathered to aoear 
an account of his 12-month steward- | 
ship as chancellor, to preveat Ger-, 
many from getting equality eventually. 

He welcomed the friendly offers of | 
Great Britain to mediate in the Fran-, 
co-German deadlock. 

Much of his fervent address was 
devoted to a review of the conditions | 
leading to the nazis’ attainment of | 
power, to a scathing denunciation of! 
his political opponents, and. to ex- 
uberant praise for domestic achieve- | 
ments in the first year, 

A feature of the speech was his 
frank announcement that monarchism 
was beyond the pale of discussion. 

Then, with a roar of enthusiasm. 
the brown-shirted assembly dispatched 
a law for “the reconstruction of the 
reich,” which was hailed as guaran- | 
teeing “the glory and greatness of 
Germany forever.”

France, he said regretfully, ‘does 
not yet see” the wisdom of a German 
proposal for an agreement as a sub- 
stitute for a plebiscite in which in- 
habitants of the Saar Basin territory 
will next year determine whether the 
area will become French or German. 

No other territorial differences ex- 
ist between France and Germany, Hit- 
ler went on. This, he added, prom- 
ised well for the future peace. 

Germany does not want to threaten 
French security, he continued, and is 
“ready to do everything in her power 
to prove” the statement. 

“But,” he maintained, ‘Germany de- 
mands equality.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Jan. 30.— 
This is another story about Garbo. 
Its one claim to novelty may be that 
it was not concocted in the studio 
publicity offices.

When Garbo, more 
than a year ago, went home to Swe- 
den she was not an eclipsed star, but 
she was a fading one.

TAMPA, Fla., Jan. 30.—(4)—Hills-

Deputy Constable T. M. Graves said 
the mob took the negro from him as 
he was transferring the man from 
the city jail to the county jail be- 
tween 2:30 and 3:15 a. m. He said 
he was forced to accompany the 
lynehers while they took the negro to 
a wooded section on the outskirts of 
the city. 

Johnson, arrested Sunday for an 
alleged attempt at a criminal attack 
on a young white woman, also was 
charged in two warrants with petty 
theft in connection with _ stealing 
chickens. Officers said the young 
woman had identified clothing worn 
by Johnson as the same as that worn 
by her attacker, but the criminal as 
sault case still was under investiga- 
tion.

Ascension to 67,585 Feet 
Claim of Soviet Balloonists 


By STANLEY P. RICHARDSON 

MOSCOW, Jan. 30.—(>)—A new 
world’s altitude record was claimed 
today by Russian civil balloonists, 
but lack of reports as to their where- 
abouts, after their surprise flight, 
caused some alarm tonight in official 
circles. 

The craft reached a height of 20,600 
meters (about 67,585 feet), the crew 
reported in a message recived at 
11:50 a. m. Moscow time (4:29 a. m. 
eastern standard time). 

The last word received direct from 
the balloon, which made its secret 
ascent as “a present to the seventeenth 
communist party congress,” said it 
was seeking a landing place near Co- 
lomna, 75 miles from Moscow, where 
the red army’s stratosphere balloon 
landed last September after reaching 
n height of 19,000 meters (62,304 
feet). 

Correspondents who motored la- 
boriously over snow-covered roads to 
Colomna with soviet aviation offi- 
cials, hwever, were unable to find 
any trace of the bag and returned to 
Moscow after it became apparent 
that it was impossible to locate the 
balloon in the darkness, even if it had 
landed near by. 

Because of the contraction of the 
gas after sundown it was considered 
certain that the balloon must have 
come down somewhere, but the lack 
of any information about it led to 
concern as to whether it would be 
able to alight safely. 

The craft, known as the Osoaviak- 
him, was manned by Pavil Fedosein- 
ko, Andrey Vasenko and Ilya Usyskin. 

They reported when they reached 
their limit that the outside tempera- 
ture was between 33 and 49 degrees 
Fahrenheit below zero, and about 20 
below inside. 


The message “all is well” was fol- 
lowed by later information that vis- 
ibility was so poor the crew could 
not determine their exact position. 
Airplanes were sent from Moscow to 
help the trio locate themselves. 


The start was made at 8:40 a. m. 
Moscow time (1:10 a. m. easter» 
standard time) from the civil aviation 
airport eight miles from Moscow. 
Only a few military and civil aviation 
officials were present. The weather 
was foggy.and the temperature was 
near zero. 


The aim was to beat the mark of 
the Russian military balloon Strato- 
stat U. S. S. R. The Osoaviakhim he- 
longs to the Soviet Civil Aviation 
Society. 

A check was made tonight on a re- 
port that a balloon was seen in the 
vicinity of Riazan, about six mile« 
from Colomna., 

Commander Prokofief, who took 
the red army balloon up and who is 
one of the officials most interested 
in the Civil Aviation Society's flight. 
said that while the Osoaviakhim’s 
landing would be dangerous ‘because 
of darkness and fog it should be less 
hazardous than the U. S. S. R.’s de. 
scent because of the deep snow, pro- 
vided it came down in.a clear spare.

The ice front of this bay, where 
Admiral Byrd is trying to land stores 
for the winter camp, appeared to be 
collapsing, with wide crevasses yawn- 
ing in the entire barrier. 


A crack opened this afternoon be- 
hind the halfway relay depot, a mile 
and a half from Pressure Camp, a 
temporary unloading base four miles 
from the water. 

Fear was expressed by the leader 
that the outpost and its tons of stores, 
cached there for transport to the per- 
manent base at Little America, might 
be lost in the relentless ice move- 
ment. : 

Since Wednesday the edge of the 
ice has moved a mile nearer the flag- 
ship and the process of dissolution 
appeared to be accelerating, rather 
than slowing down. 

In the last day hundreds of cracks 
have opened up in the white flooring 
of the bay ice. 

This morning a section anchored to 


Pthe ice foot. of west barrier, south of 
Chamberlain harber, appeared to be 
holding and the flagship was headed 
in. * 

A motor sailer was put over the 
side and a shore party conducted a 
brief reconnaissance. Two hundred 
yards from the edge they crossed a 
minute crack, but when they returned 
20 minutes later they found there a 
gap three feet across. 

Thoroughly alarmed, they skirted it 
and dashed back to the ship. In half 
an hour a floe, a mile and a half 
long, moved into the flotilla drifting 
up the east side of the bay. 

At Pressure Camp, the tents of 
which are visible from the bridge of 
the ship, the men worked furiously. 


A second cache was established on) 


the low-hanging west barrier, a half 
mile from Pressure Camp in the direc- 
tion of Little America. More than 100 
tons of stores have been transferred 
from -Pressure Camp, but much. more 
remained. 

Since Wednesday, when the bay ice 
first threatened to overtake the camp, 
only the dogs have rested. The men 
have fought toppling sledges and 
slewing ice columns almost ceaselessly. 
They have eaten only during brief 
pauses.

‘ants. A standard provision, local 
code authorities agreed, would do much

The suggested wording is as follows: 
_ “Tt shall be an unfair method of 
competition for anyone coming under 
the provisions of this code to sell or 
exchange products or services at a 
price or upon such terms and condi- 
tions as will result in the customer 
paying less than the fair and reason- 
able cost, as determined on the basis 
of a system of cost accounting to be 
formulated by the code authority.

It 
is Poland’s only outlet to the sea, 
but it places east Prussia in some- 
what the same position that would 
be occupied by New England if a 
broad strip of territory through 
New York state from the Canadian 
border to the Atlantic were ceded 
to Canada by the United States. 


It is certain that Germany would 
hesitate to sign a non-aggression 
pact which would make it impos- 
sible to win back the Polish Cor- 
ridor unless there were more seri- 
ous problems at stake, the solution 
of which might be made more easy 
by a postponement of her oft-re- 
‘ peated determination to once more 
gain possession of the strip of ter- 
titory that now bisects her national 
area. 

The Russian threat is undoubted- 
ly the problem that has brought 
Germany and Poland together, for- 
getting for the time being their 
controversy over the Polish Corri- 
dor in the face of the communistic 
threats to the safety of both gov- 
ernments. 

For the past ten years Poland 
has kept the greater part of. her | 
armed forces in the Corridor and 
has spent many millions of dollars 
in strengthening its defenses against 
possible invasion by Germany. 
Now, under the new non-aggression | 
pact, these forces can be transferred | 
to the Russian-Polish boundary and | 
Germany can concentrate her forces | 
on the Russian-east Prussian fron- | 
tier. | 

In this way a bristling barrier 
will be presented to any effort of |

Health Talks

CLINICAL TRIAL AND ERROR. 


A clinic is a fine place for the tyro 
to get his hand in and enjoy the ad- 
vantages of actual experience before 
he launches into practice for himself. 
A clinie affords the doctors who con- 
duct it considerable liberty in adver- 
tising which is still unethical] for the 
aime ractitioner. I don’t mean 

onest advertsing, such as a business 
firm buys. I mean publicity which a 
shrewd group can get free. 

The head of the nose and throat 
department of the best advertised 
clinic of them all reports in an offi- 
cial bulletin that there were 909 
throat operations in the clinic in 1932 
and explains that ‘“‘more than 60 ner 
cent of the patients who presented 
themselves in the nose and throat 
department had had satisfactory ton- 
sil operations before they came to 
the clinic.” 

One wonders what brought them to 
the nose and throat department. 


“The number of tonsillectomies de- 
creased considerably. There are many 
reasons for this. The strigg y one is 
that the tonsil operation is being well 
done throughout the country.” 


This ought to make the piker pri- 
yate practitioners feel flattered. 

Then the chief pins back his ears 
and gets off some droll humor: 

“There is in use, although the 
method is fortunately on the wane, a 
method of electrocoagulation of the 
tonsil. There seems to be no logical 
basis for the method. It is as dan- 
gerous as surgical removal, and the 
discomfort is extended over a long 
period. It is supposed to be bloodless, 
but apparently it is not bloodless, In 
the nose and throat section we have 
never observed a patient whose tonsils 
have been entirely removed by electro- 
coagulation. . . .” 

I have received hundreds of reports 
from people throughout the country 
who have had experience on the re- 
ceiving end of one method or the oth- 
er. Too many of these reports tell of 
fatal results from the standard sur- 
gical tonsillectomy. Never have I heard 
of a fatality from electrocoagulation, 
though I have received not a few re- 
ports of unpleasant experiences with 
the modern method in the hands of in- 
competent physicians. 

As for this clinic employe’s insin- 
uation about “entire removal” of the 
tonsils, there the man betrays his nar- 
row outlook. He is still practicing on 
the antiquated theory that it is neces- 
sary or advisable to remove every ves- 
tige of tonsil tissue, when a septic 
focus in the tonsil is to be eradicated. 
That may have been good practice in 
the gay nineties but I venture to say 
that few good physicians today share 
the belief. Not only scientific theory 
but actual experience has amply 
shown that the removal, destruction 
or disinfection of the septic focus in 
the tonsil is all that is required, And 
this, we must concede, is adequately 
accomplished by diathermy, electro- 


coagulation.

Pecora Instructed To Pre- 
pare Legislation for 
Early Action. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—(/)— 
Faced by reports there would be no 
stock market legislation at this session 
of congress, the senate banking com- 
mittee today suddenly set its staff to 
work drafting a bill to regulate prac- 
tices on the exchanges. 


Ferdinand Pecora, committee coun- 
sel, was instructed to draft a bill 
within 10 days or two weeks if possi- 
ble to be used as the basis for hear- 
ings. 

Apparently aroused over recurring 
reports that stock market legislation 
was not on the program for the ses- 
sion, the committee decided to cut 
short its long drawn-out hearings on 
Detroit and Cleveland banks in order 
to get back to its stock exchange in- 
quiry. 

Pecora announced he would seek to 
conclude the Detroit hearings this 
week and would postpone the Cleve- 
land case until after hearings on stock 
market operations. 

Further impetus was given the move 
for legislation at this session by a 
statement from Senator Robinson, 
democratic leader of the senate, that 
he favored it if a bill could be pre- 
pared in time. 3 

Pecora said if he could complete 
the Detroit hearings this week, he 
would return to New York and con- 
centrate next week on the draft of 
regulatory legislation. 

The committee instructed him to 
draft a bill, using as a basis the testi- 
mony taken by the committe and the 
recommendations last week of Pres- 
ident .Roosevelt’s interdepartmental 
committee. This committee recommend- 
ed strict regulation of the exchanges 
through a license system and a federal 
administrative authority.

For Gold Handling 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—(UP)— 
New regulations for handling gold un- 
der the new monetary law, made 
public by the treasury tonight, au- 
thorized federal reserve banks to han- 
dle bullion under careful restrictions 
“to settle international balances or 
to maintain the equal purchasing pow- 
er of every kind of currency in the 
United States.” 

Gold withdrawn by the banks from 
mints for these purposes must, how- 
ever, be used within six months and 
if not used must be “delivered over 
to the treasurer of the United States 
for credits in equivalent amounts of 
dollars unless the’ secretary of the 
treasury shall have granted an exten- 
sion.” Withdrawals for the specified 
purposes are limited to such amounts 
“as in the judgment of the secretary 
of the treasury are necessary.” 

In short, the treasury is given ab- 
solute control over the reserve banks’ 
limited gold operations. 

For the most part, the regulations 
are the same as those which have 
been in effect for some time. Except 
under careful limits for use in the 
arts and industry, no gold may be 
transported or owned without special 
license. Gold in its natural state as 
mined, however, may be acquired, held 
and transported without a license. 

Gold refined from imported ore may 
be exported under special licenses and 
gold may be imported for reexport if 
it remains in customs’ custody 
throughout the time it is in this coun- 
try. Licenses issued under regulations 
heretofore in force are extended to 
March 15.

Proclamation Expected, 

This, combined with the fact that 
the regular presidential press con- 
ference, scheduled for 10:30 tomor- 
row, had been postponed to 4:30, and 
the expressed eagerness of adminis- 
tration officials to put the stabiliza- 
tion fund to work, bolstered the as- 
sumption that the chief executive's 
devaluation proclamation would be 
made public at the press conference.

Cost More Abroad.

One of the most interesting passages in the report is the confession 
that human nature is essentially speculative. It says: 

“In America the man of average income has perhaps turned to the 
stock exchange because of the prohibition of various forms of gambling, 
If the speculative tendencies of our people could be turned into other 
channels, this instinct might be satisfied without the far-reaching eco- 
nomic consequences which come from widespread public speculation in 


the stock market.”’ 


The committee believes margin trading should be restricted and that 
the federal reserve banking system should be co-ordinated in some way 


with the lending processes so that 


expansion of credit can be’ held in 


check when speculation becomes too extensive. 
The basic suggestion is that there be created a federal stock exchange 
authority which would administer the rules set forth in the report if em- 


bodied into law. 


The question is raised whether the federal trade com- 


mission should take over this work by creating a subdivision to take care 
of stock exchange practices or whether the new agency should take over 
the work now done by the trade commission with respect to the issuance 


of securities. 


The importance of having technically trained individuals in the ad- 
ministrative board is recognized as one way to make the regulation ef- 


fective and yet not injurious to the financial structure. 


There are many 


reasons why the two functions can be merged into a single agency. The 
principal opposition to the securities law has, been that strike lawyers 
have increased opportunities to blackmail legitimate business and finance. 

One suggestion which has just been made by George May, a promi- 
nent accountant in New York, is that those filing suits shall be bonded 
and that if they lose in court they shall be required to pay all the costs 
of those who had to defend themselves against attack. A few provisions 
like these will diminish the number of strike suits, which are after all 


a species of extortion. 
The president has signified his 


intention of sending the Dickinson 


report to the committees of banking and currency in both houses with- 
out recommendation, except that it be used as a basis of new legislation. 


Out of it may come a new securities law which will revive capital markets.

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BROWN 3 TRADING 
IN STOGKS BARED 


Former Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Revealed as Silent 
Partner of Agent. 


WASHNIGTON, Jan. 30.—(>)— 
Testimony that Walter F. Brown, 
former postmaster-general, was a si- 
lent partner in a million-dollar stock 
account with the late Josehp H. Bag- 
ley, agent for a company seeking gov- 
ernment flooring orders, was given to- 
day to the senate air mail investigat- 
ing committee. 


The story of the account with G. 
M. P. Murphy & Company, was 
first related by Alfred W. Moran, 
an employe, who merely identified it 
as “B-50” and as having been op- 
erated in Bagley’s name. 


After Moran had described it as 


|showing a loss of $1,439,741 at one 


time, L. B. Peters, Bagley’s secretary, 
told the committee of Brown's par- 
ticipation, and added that Brown was 
in Bagley’s office “frequently” in 
1929 and 1930, during the life of the 


joint stock operations. 


Bagley’s Connections. 

Bagley, Peters said, was vice presi- 
dent of the American Bank Note Com- 
pany, and during this time also was 
representing Bruce & Company, 
flooring manufacturers, seeking orders 
for material for government buildings. 
He also was agent for a manufacturer 
of a wood preservative used in ship- 
building, the former secretary said. 


The disclosure of Brown's alleged 
stock market operations followed a 
sharp cross-examination of Postmas- 
ter-General James A. Farley by Sena- 
tor Austin, republican, Vermont, about 
a trip to Texas in a plane owned by 
the aviaton corporation.

TIME 1S EXTENDED 
FOR COTTON CUTS 


Sign-Up Drive for Crop 
Reduction to Continue 
Until Feb. 15. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—(?)}— 
Secretary Wallace tonight extended 
the closing date for the sign-up cam- 
paign for 1934-35 cotton production 
control contracts to February 15. 

In postponing the closing date from 
January 31, Wallace said the action 
was due to “unavoidable delays in 
sending necessary supplies to field 
workers and in the work of county 
organizations in pooling cotton options 
and carrying on other sign-up activi- 
ties. 

He also ruled that the minimum 
lint production per acre requirement 
would be reduced from 100 pounds to 
75 pounds to alow signing of con- 
tracts by farmers whose production 
had not reached the former limitation 
during the base period. 

Oscar Johnston, director of the ad- 
ministration’s cotton option plan, in 
a radio address tonight asserted “so 
much misinformation is being circulat- 
ed” and “so much speculation is being 
indulged in, usually by persons with 
no basic information upon the sub- 
ject,” that he would seek to give cot- 
ton. producers “accurate information 
regarding the progress of the acreage 
' reduction campaign.” 

Reports from the field “are highly 
satisfactory and indicate that it is 
the purpose of at least 30 per cent 
of the producers of cotton to sign 
the 1934-35 contract pledging an ayv- 
erage acreage reduction of 40 per cent 
under the 5-year normally planted 
acreage,” he said, adding the admin- 
istration “entertains not the slightest 
doubt” of producers’ intentions to 
bring about such reduction.

IS NEARING JURY 


Defendant Expected To 
Take Stand Today; Cus- 
tomers Tell of Losses. 


Trial of E. N. Claughton, former 
president of the defunct Bankers Sav- 
ings & Loan Company, is nearing the 
jury and it is expected that Claugh- 
ton will take the witness chair today 
for an unsworn statement. At ad- 
journment Tuesday afternoon follow- 
ing a report to the court by Frank 
G. Bowers, defense attorney, that he 
was ill, the defense had produced sev- 
eral character witnesses, several of 
whom testified that so far as they 
knew OClaughton’s reputation was 
good. Others, including Dr. Guy D. 
Ayer, physician; Harry May, jeweler, 
and Henry D. Kennedy, bank em- 
ploye, were excused after they had 
stated that they had no knowledge of 
Claughton’s reputation aside from 
their own business dealings with him, 

By the testimony of Miss Peggy 
Marie Peeples, who said that she was 
a “kind of secretary” to Claughton, 
the defense sought to prove that 
Claughton was away from the bank 
much of the time because of illness, 
such lapses often extending into 
weeks. This testimony was in cor- 
robation of former similar testimony 
of G. D. Lee, former secretary of 
the closed bank, who has not been im- 
plicated in any of the charges brought 
against Claughton and G. C. Conley, 
to the effect that in his\ opinion it 
was possible that all the transactions 
complained of could have been han- 
dled by Conley. Conley is facing a 
23-year sentence following conviction 
on indictments similar to the ones un- 
der which Claughton is being tried. 

The state rested its case at noon, 
following the presentation of addi- 
tional testimony showing losses of in- 
dividuals who had made deposits and 
entrusted securities with the bank of- 
ficials. 

_ As was done in the Conley case, 
the state produced evidence of stock 
market losses on the part of Claugh- 
ton, representative of Dobbs & Co., 
identifying an account showing mar- 
ginal trading account losses in 
Claughton’s name amounting to more

losses was Mrs. Annie Walker, of 
Monticello, who told the jury that 
she had entrusted $14,000 to Conley 
and was promised $100 per month in- 
terest on its use; that she did actual- 
ly receive $900 interest on her stocks 
but that Conley afterward borrowed 
$500 of the sum paid her and that 
when she finally called for her stocks 
she found they had all been disposed 
of and was given a block of the 
bank’s stock instead.

Problems in handling applications 
were discussed by corporation offi- 
cials today with approximately 250 of- 
ficers of Georgia associations. Thirty- 
four credit associations have been set 
up in Georgia by the corporation. 
“Funds which the associations loan,” 
Mr. Graham said, “are obtained from 
the intermediate eredit bank. This 
bank derives its funds from the sale 
of debentures to the investing public 
and not from government sources, For 
this reason advances made by the cred- 
it bank must be on a sound basis. 
“Under the new deal the needs of 
the farmers for a source of credit in 
both good times and bad are recog- 
nized and are cared for through pro- 
duction credit associations. However, 
we are setting up a permanent organi- 
zation on a business basis and for this 
reason the idea of charity must be di- 
vorced from loans for production pur- 
poses, 

“The present set up anticipates that 
the fgture will see credit for produc- 
tion purposes farmer-operated, farmer- 
controlled and owned not in Washing- 
ton or New York, but right in the 
farmers’ community.”

Before I got. home the plan stood 
up before me all conned out, all lined 
to scale like an architect’s blue print.
